“The members of the Polish companies received 
regular American Army uniforms and are almost 
impossible to distinguish from ordinary American 
troops,” the N. Y. Times writer said.

DETROIT—With the defeat of “national budgeting” a foregone conclusion, delegates to the 


1946 General Assembly of the Council of Jewish Welfare Funds and Federations convened here today 
for an all-important four-day convention. The cur rent session may decide whether the future of the 


CJWF, since the Zionist group 


are seeking to win control. 


With the national budgeting issue out of the way, the important business of the ‘assembly for the 


first time in years will be the vote 
for its board of directors. Here- 
tofore there has been almost no 
opposition to the slate named by 
the nominating committee. 

This year, however, the Zionist 
group within the Council have 
named a slate of their own to fill 
the 25 vacancies on the board. 

This slate will have the sup- 

rt of the same delegates who 
will support national budgeting, 
but there will be this difference. 
In the case of national budgeting 
the delegates to the communities 
have been instructed by their 
local bodies on how to vote, and 
have no power of decision of their 
own.

MUNICH—The Congress of the Displaced Jews held here last 
week has disclosed some aspects of Jewish life in Germany now 
which are usually being glossed over in the popular Jewish press 
because they are not very pleasant to read about and to contem- 
plate. But the Congress Jews did not shrink from bringing the facts 


into the open. 

One of these was that Jewish 
young men from among the dis- 
placed Jews are ‘fraternizing’ 
with German (‘Aryan’) girls even 
more than the Gentile American 
‘GLT’s.’ 


The Congress also heard that 
the number of Jewish young men 
who marry German girls is rath- 
er alarming. In Hamburg alone 
thirty-five mixed marriages be- 
tween Jewish young men and 
women and German Aryans took 
place within a short period of a 
few months. The Congress 
promptly put a ‘Cherem’ on such 





marriages, but whether the ‘Cher- 
em’ will prove as effective now as 
several hundred years ago no one 
can tell. 


The Congress also proclaimed 
for a strict observance of the 
Sabbath in the camps because, 
evidently, in that observance, too, 
the younger generation does not 
come up to the standard of the 
old.

Smith’s Analysis 

Questioning by another Com- 
mittee member disclosed that the 
“platform” included these observa- 
tions:

The questioning was turned 
over to Committee Counsel Ernie 
Adamson, but before Adamson 
got a word in Rankin yanked 
the sleeve of Chairman John S. 
Wood (D., Ga.). Wood looked as 
if he resented it. But he ended 
up agreeing that several Con- 
gressmen, including Rep. Eman- 
uel Celler (D., N.Y.), had no right 
to appear and ask the Committee 
any questions. 

In the congenial atmosphere of 
the House Committee conclave, 
Smith obviously felt free and un- 
inhibited. 

He boatsed that in 1933, “I 
found that Huey Long was the 
only effective figure in political 
life so I took a stand. I was his 
close and bosom friend. I was 
with him when he was killed. I 
pronounced the last words over 
his grave and was the last man 
he ever touched.” 

Conferred With Dies 

Rep. J. Parnell Thomas (R., 
N.J.) objected when Smith said 
he used the “instrumentality of 
the Dies committee” to secure 
Congressional approval of his pe- 
tition indorsing the work of the 
defunct House Dies un-American 
investigation. 

Thomas was a member of Dies’ 
committee and said the former 
Texas Congressman didn’t need 
“Smith or anyone else to defend 
its work.” 

Smith retorted: 

“I conferred with Dies three 
weeks ago and he thanked me for 
my protection.”

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The following article, although long and perhaps uninteresting to the average reader, 
is reprinted in order to provide a starting point for those delegates whose memories of the 


first session of the American Jewish Conference may by this time have been dimmed, This 
article is also offered with no modesty on the part of the editor, as the kind of reporting 
needed if the American Jewish community is ever to recapture control of its organizations 


from the few men at the top whose principal attribute is their ability to ignore the people 
they are supposed to represent,

Don’t let anyone tell you otherwise, but The American Jewish Conference, 
which ended its session Thursday night, at the Waldorf Astoria in New York 
was no more a meeting of representatives of American Jewish communities, than 
a meeting of the board of directors of a large corporation is a meeting of all the 
stockholders. Yet in the case of the stockholders, no attempt is made to parade the 
session as a democratic conference to decide by the vote of the majority the ac- 
tions of the corporation. 

But in the case of the American Jewish Conference, every effort was made, 
to window-dress the five-day sessions as a body representing the Jewish communi- 
ties of the United States with national organizations each being given a few votes, 
so that they could get in their say edgewise too. 

With the Conference a week old now, it is possible to analyze, not so much 
what it did, as this was easily predictable as witness the editorials in this paper, 
but more how it operated, and what changes have become so obvious that unless 
they are made, the charge which sticks now, that the conference was maneuvered 
to deprive the delegates of any real influence, will be even more grave because the 
obvious faults, obvious to the point that everyone talked about them, are not cor- 
rected. 

If this was not a democratic meeting of representatives of Jewish communities, 
then what was it? It was a meeting of national Jewish organizations. It was the 
same thing as the ill-fated General Jewish Council which for a while, just a short 
while, brought together the B’nai Brith, the American Jewish Committee, the 
American Jewish Congress and the Jewish Labor Committee. 

I don’t contend that the Conference planners had as their principal aim to 
deprive the individual delegates of their voting power, but I do say they planned 
it so they could keep control where they wanted it. The convenors of the Con. 
ference (this will make a story of its own when it is ready to be told) arranged 
a system of blocs where the delegates each affiliated themselves with some national 
group, which group in turn decided how these individuals were to vote. 

The bloc controlled everything from the committees, which did all the work 
at the Conference, to the election of the Presidium, etc. In this way the Zionist 
Organization of America and the American Jewish Congress, which between them 
controlled something like 240 votes, were always in a position to dominate the 
proceedings, and they did. 

- The B’nai B’rith opposed this system, I am told, in the Executive Committee, 
which arranged the working details of the Conference, but was voted down. This 
is not to say that the 240 Z.0.A.-Congress delegates, would not always have voted 
for measures which the two groups wanted under any other kind of a system, but 
it is to say, as will be shown presently, that the individual delegates never had a 
chance to express their opinion and even in the voting, could only vote the one way. 

This is not an observation made here by the writer because he happened to 
be able to read the facial grimaces of the representatives or could tell by the way 
they walked around the Gold Ballroom what they felt innately, but it was com- 
mon talk among the delegates. Even the General Committee knew of, and dis- 
cussed although not as a matter of business, the dissatisfaction of the representa- 
tives. Many said they might as well have stayed home, as far as any importance 
they had, And sure enough they were right. 

As soon as the Conference got under way, every delegate was placed on some 
committee, and although this was fair enough, and sounded as good as it seemed, 
in actual practice it meant very little. For instance if a committee’s report or action 


involved a vital point and there was some question about party desires, then that 


party held a caucus, not among its members on the committee, but among its na- 
tional leaders, and decided how its members on the committee were to vote. That is 
the system of blocs. In the important Z.0.A. caucus, Daniel Frisch, was chairman 
always, so that he and the few top Zionists, inevitably decided every point. 

The blocs even decided on which committee their members were to be placed, 
so that even here they kept control. But if a delegate were placed on an unimpor- 
tant committee like that on Credentials, then he twiddled his thumbs for four whole 
days, while his community back in Montana, or Texas or somewhere expected him 
to be taking part in important decisions. 


General Committees Ingenious 


The most ingenious brain-child of the executive committee or rather that part 
of it that knew what it was doing, was the General Committee. This General Com- 
mittee was the Committee on Committees, and no move of the Conference could be 
made without the approval of this committee. The national groups, knowing this, 
placed their heavy men on this committee, and right there in that committee room, 
the Conference was held. Louis Lipsky was chairman and Herman Shulman, vice 
president of the World Jewish Congress was vice chairman, and on the committee, 
numbering some fifty or so were Rabbi Stephen S. Wise, Henry Monsky, Joseph 
M. Proskauer, the three big guns right off the bat, and so on. 

And this is what I meant by a second General Jewish Council. Here in this 
mittee, which was the Conference, here were all the national Jewish organiza- 
tions, and they were really Jewish organizations, and they were really working to- 
gether, with their sleeves rolled up, so to speak. They fought over points, they 
yielded here, they were adamant there. But they took and gave like reasoning 
beings who had to thrash things through to a decision. In this respect the General 
Committee sessions were an excellent demonstration of how our national Jewish 
organizations can get together if they really want to. 

Every committee.report, every resolution, had to go through tnis General Com. 
mittee. Although it is obvious under Parliamentary procedure that this committee 
should act only in an adivsory capacity, yet it took every single move of any com- 
mittee apart word by word and fought over it, just as one would have expected 





the fight to be made on the floor of the Conference. If something did not meet with 
the approval of the General Committee, then it was sent back to the committee of 
origin, one and two times, with recommendations as to substitutions, deletions, ete, 

One argument advanced generally throughout the arguments in the General 
Committee was that a fight on the floor was to be avoided. You get the point. Don’t 
give the delegates a chance to expyess themselves. Although I left at about 5 p. m, 
Thursday to get back to Indianapolis, there had until then been no fight on the 
floor, and from what I can read from the reports that I’ve seen in the daily press 
and from other sources, no fight did develop on any issue. 


Keep Resolution From Floor 


I wasn’t there to hear it, but I am told by a reliable party, that a resolution 
asking that Anti-Semitism in the United States be included in the scope of the 
Conference, was thrown out. This is a case in point. I am sure from advance talk 
and from advance editorial comment, that the delegates wanted to take this point 
up, would have really had something to put their teeth into here, aid would un. 
questionably have voted, if the blocs would have let them alone, to go into this all- 
important question, but the resolution never saw the light of day. 

You only have to go back a few months to be in thick of the bitterest of fights 
within our communities to elect delegates. Why was all this commotion? Were the 
delegates merely a front, deliberately and with purpose aforethought, or was it 
merely the way the arrangements worked out in practice? Certainly the inten. 
tions of those who ran the Conference are open to suspicion. 

Here the point was made to me, and it has some validity, that the delegates 
transmitted their temper and their feeling almost as if by wireless to the command- 
ers of the Conference, and thus swayed them. But you can’t put this kind of hocus 
pocus besides the open declaration of many delegates, that they might just as well 
have stayed at home. 


This Picture One-Sided 


This is a critical piece, and certainly because of that, the picture of the Con- 
ference is definitely a one-sided one. No delegate, unless he were on the in, had 
the picture I have drawn here, and to him, just as it was to me, when I didn’t try 
to ferret out the reasons behind everything, this was a historic occasion in 
American Jewish history. 

And so it was. No one could have listened to the galaxy of speakers, and not 
have felt the sense of history weighing down as it did in the atmosphere in the Gold 
Ballroom, without having been impressed. Then too there was the matter of sus. 
pense. Would the American Jewish Committee walk out of the Conference, as 
clearly had been threatened Sunday by Judge Joseph Proskauer and if it stayed, 
would it consent not to fight the Palestine resolution on the floor? But this question 
was decided Wednesday night, the lopsided vote being helped by the blast of the 
American Council for Judaism, and Thursday’s deliberations were of the nature of 
an anti-climax. 

Fundamentally, the most important question now is what will come of the 
decisions and resolutions of the Conference, but that is not in the purview of this 
article. From this article’s standpoint, with the faults of the Conference having 
been dissected from an impartial viewpoint, the question now is will the obvious 
mistakes of the Conference be remedied? If not then the charge of deliberate 
design on the part of the national agencies must perforce stand as made. 


Keeping Same Setup Not Kosher 


But when it comes to the plans for the Interim Committee, then that is some- 
thing else. Under this plan, the Conference as at present constituted would remain 
until after the purpose for which it had been called had been consummated. Thus 
since the matter of a delegation to the Peace Conference was one of the Conference 
aims, then until after the Peace Conference will to all intents and purposes remain 
the same. This is definitely not “kosher,” and reveals once again the real intent 
of the national Jewish organizations. If perchance a session of the Conference were, 
for some reason not now forseen, called in three months or nine months, then the 
same community representatives should be called together again, but if a full year 
or more is to intervene before another session is called, then definitely the com.- ’ 
munities should be asked to elect new representatives, or rather to be more accur- 
ate, hold new elections. ’ 

It doesn’t take an elephant’s memory to recall the discontent with many of 
the elections, and it wasn’t until most communities had already chosen their repre- 
sentative that the only fair method was evolved and approved—-a method where 
every member of the community had one vote, no more and no less. 


Community Complaint Real 


Then there was the complaint, which was sent in the form of a resolution to 
the national election committee, that many communities had not been given suf- 
ficient information and advance notice to do an intelligent job. This was the reso- 
lution from East Chicago, Indiana Harbor and Hammond, and it was justified in 
a good many respects. It doesn’t take more than a desire to be honest to make the 
allegation that in many communities the elections were definitely unfair. 


In my opinion, the Conference actions represented the will of the Jewish com- 
munity, excepting for the fact that U. S. Jews want something done also about the 
internal situation of U. S. Jewry. But the will of U. S. Jewry, has been so obvious 
for so long, that it is no feather in the cap of the Conference that its decisions and 
resolutions meet with such universal approval. 


So the Conference is over, and naturally it is the hope of every fair-minded 
person that the Conference will be able to accomplish its aims. At the same time, 
there is no reason why the defects in the Conference set-up, defects which any new 
organization was bound to show in its first activity, should not be removed. It 
takes only a real desire to see that justice is done, and I know that there are 
enough men on the national Jewish scene who want to see the Conference set up 
as a representative body, to push for some kind of remedial action.

Patterson Tells of Stars 
Of David; Slawson Hits 
Big Business’ Attitude

sh NEW YORK—tThe 39th annual meeting of the American Jewish 


Committee meeting here heard Secretary of War Robert Patterson 
declare that Jews “are well represented in every military cemetery,” 
listened to a criticism from its executive vice-president John Slaw- 
son of “big business” for failure to join the fight on prejudice, and 
heard Dr. Isador Lubin ask for the immediate removal of the DPs 
to Palestine. : 

Describing his recent visit to the military cemetery in Luxem- 
bourg where Gen. George Patton lies buried, Mr. Patterson said: 
“General Patton lies peacefully among comrades who worshipped 
a universal God in their separate ways. Among the rows upon rows 
of simple white crosses, I noticed the familiar Star of David, the 
symbol of the Jewish faith. You are well represented in every mili- 
tary cemetery where American fighting men have been laid to rest 
after their last battle. There they rest, equal in death as they were 
equal in our American life and equal in their devotion to the country’s 
cause.” 

Fascism Reborn Here As Nationalism 

O. John Rogge, special assistant to the United States Attorney 
General, who served as prosecutor at the recent sedition trial, which 
is slated to be resumed shortly, warned the meeting that fascism 
in America is not dead, but has been reborn under the name of 
nationalism. 

“International fascism,” he added, “though defeated in battle, 
is not dead. Fascism is not dead in England, nor is it dead in the 
United States. It has merely been hibernating for the ‘duration.’ No, 
fascism is not dead in the United States. It is simply reconverting.” 

Stressing that we must “be on the alert to keep the pre-war 
fomenters of religious and racial hatred from becoming active again,” 
John Slawson, executive vice-president of the Committee, pointed 


out that the forces of democracy have “held the line” during the. 


past year and that there has been no rise in group friction in the 
United States. 
Calls On Big Business To Fight Bias 

Discussing the need for unity of action in fighting subversive 
forces, Dr. Slawson said that “there is one group that has as yet 
done perhaps less than others in movements to strengthen and pre- 
serve democracy and to fight off corrosive and weakening influences 
in the American body structure. I refer,” he continued, “to the in- 
dustrialists and leaders of big business. It would appear that they 
as well as the other economic and social groups in our American 
society, should come forth and assume leadership in the struggle 
for preservation of our democratic way of life, if for no other 
reason than purely on the basis of enlightened self-interest..” 

The immediate removal to Palestine, under the auspices of UNRRA, 
of the Jewish population now interned in camps in Germany was 
advocated at a dinner session last Sunday by Dr. Isador Lubin, for- 
mer associate member of the United States Reparation Commission. 
Discussing the reason why a considerable number of occupation 
troops think Germany had some justification for going to war and 
that Hitler served his country constructively up to 1939, Dr. Lubin 
said it was because United States Army officers failed to orient the 
soldiers ideologically. 

Judge Proskauer was re-elected president of the Committee for 
a fourth term.

Priest Urges Catholics 
To Fight Anti-Semitism

ELIZABETH, N. J.—Rev. John 


J. Dougherty, S. S. L., a member 
of the faculty of Immaculate 
Conception Seminary in Darling- 
ton, N. J., called on Catholics 
here Sunday to fight anti-Sem- 
itism, 

Quoting Pope Pius XI, Rev. 
Dougherty branded _  anti-Sem- 
itism as “a repugnant movement 
in which Catholics as Christians 
can have no part.” He was the 
speaker as the Knights of Colum- 
bus Forum opened its second an- 
nual series of talks. Rev. Dough- 
erty is an instructor in Hebrew 
and other subjects at the semin- 


ary. 

Speaking on “Anti-Semitism 
and Catholic Principles,” the lec- 
turer traced the history of the 
Jews—“more than 4,000 years of 
glory and pain ,chiefly pain.” He 
told the audience of the slaying 
of five million Jews, as a result 
of Hitler’s purges, by the most 
ingeniously cruel methods known 
to man, 

Catholics can help fight anti- 
Semitism through intelligent in- 
formation and Catholic charity, 
Rev. Dougherty said. He cited 
common charges levelled against 
Jews and produced facts to prove 
their fallacy. 

Pope Pius XI, the speaker de- 
clared, defined the Catholic 
Church’s attitude by his aid and 


defense of persecuted Jews, and 
his advice to Catholics that they 
strictly shun every anti-Semitic 
movement,

EATH at Warsaw of Abra- 
ham Stern, noted Polish in- 
ventor. A lover of philosophy, 
mathematics and the various phy- 
sical sciences, Stern, who always 
remained an Orthodox Jew, in- 
vented a computing ma- 
chine, which he _ per- 
fected in 1817, and 
which included a device 
for calculating the square roots 
of numbers. This _ invention 
brought him election to the War- 
saw Society of the Friends of 
Science. He later invented a topo- 
graphical wagon for the mea- 
surement of level surfaces. He 
rendered great service to agri- 
culture by his improvements in 
the construction of threshing and 
harvesting machines. He also 
perfected a number of other me- 
worship idols! But whosoever 
still cherished the memory of 
Mount Sinai, gather together at 
the well of Herod to banish our 
enemies!’ ”

“FOR GOD and for Gideon!” 
shouted the young men who gath- 
ered around Gideon’s messengers 
and followed them.

Twenty thousand men went 
back to their homes.

THEN Gideon said:

turn to your homes.” 

Seven thousand more departed. 

Now there were fivé thousand 
men at the well of Herod. To 
these Gideon said: “Are there any

He was also prom- 
inent in the field of education 
serving as government inspector 
of Jewish schools. The rabbinical 
school at Warsaw was organized 
according to his specifications. 
He also contributed to the field 
of Hebrew literature. He wrote, 
for example, an ode in honor of 
the coronation of Nicholas I, 
which appeared in Hebrew under 
the title “Rinnah U’Tfilah.” He 
wrote several collections of He- 
brew verse. In passing it might 
be mentioned that he was the 


father-in-law of Chaim Zelig 
Slonimski, editor of “Hatzfirah.”

By 
means of the bastinado, a sort of 
confession was extorted from a 
poor Jewish barber to the effect 
that a ritual murder had been 
committed. In consequence, sev- 
eral members of the community 
were arrested and tortured. A 
massacre was imminent. When 
the news reached Europe and the 
United States, public opinion was 
deeply stirred. Sir Moses Mon- 
tefiore proceeded to: the East 
with Adoph Gremieux, the famed 
French-Jewish lawyer. In Alex- 
andria they obtained an order 
from Mohamet Ali, governor of 
Egypt, for the release of the im- 
prisoned. In Constantinople they 
elicited from the Sultan a firman, 
unconditionally acquitting the ac- 
cused, pronouncing the ritual 
murder a gross libel, and con- 
firming the inviolability of the 
persons and property of Jews 
throughout the Ottoman Empire.

The text 
of the sermon which opened the 
proceedings was taken from Is- 
aiah: “If ye will be willing and 
obedient, ye shall eat the good 
of the land; but if ye refuse and 
rebel, ye shall be devoured by 
the sword.” The Jewish dispu- 
tants needed no elaborate com- 
mentary to understand. For a 
year and nine months the farce 
continued, with quibbles and ar. 
guments, deliberate distortion of 
words and threats. In the end 
the usual decree was issued con- 
demning the Talmud and forbid- 
ding the Jews to study it. Fur- 
thermore, they were to listen in 
their synagogues to at least three 
conversion sermons each year. 


The edict, however, was not fully 
carried out because the Council 
of Constance soon afterwards 
deposed Pope Benedict and Vi- 
cente Ferrer, the outstanding 
evangelist of the age, changed 
his original attitude towards the 
Jews and turned to preach against 
Benedict’s claims.

problem was taking up 
time for which I am paid 
by a secular newspaper 
which hasn’t any parti- 
cular interest in Jewish 
problems. 

The Jewish gentleman was stealing time 
that belonged to my secular employers. Perhaps 
I should have said to him: “Your Jewish prob- 
lem doesn’t belong here. See me at another 
time when my being a Jew is separated from 
my function of being a member of mankind.” 

(Yes, that’s the way it is. A Jew finds him- 
self in an ambiguous position. Being a‘ Jew 
at times gets to be at odds with one’s func- 
tion as a member of the whole human race. 
It becomes embarrassing to cry out one’s own 
pains as a Jew in an hour when the entire 
human race is afflicted.) 

But the gentleman’s distress was so obvious 
that I could no more turn him away than I 
could turn away a citizen who had a bleeding 
injury that needed first aid. 

“What,” I asked him, “is your problem?”

“WELL,” HE REPLIED, “it’s trouble 
enough.” “May you,” he said, “never, have any 
such trouble.” He gave me some credit for 
wisdom and that’s why he was calling on me 
in his crisis. ... “The way you write shows 
that you are a man who knows a few things.” 

I could have told him that I am just one who 
guesses, like anybody else in the writing busi- 
ness. Who can be sure that he is right? Some 
of the writers hand down opinions as if- they 
had their ideas straight from God, but I am not 
that kind. Yes, my dear sir, I never can feel 
too sure about anything, Knowing, as I do, 
that I am finite. 

But my vanity hadn’t the courage to tell him 
this. ... “What,” I asked with the pontifical 
authority of Mr. Anthony, “is your problem?” 

Well, he replied, he had a daughter. A nice 
girl. A university graduate. An M.A., in fact, 
and if she kept up her studies, she would be 
a doctor of philosophy in a year or two. 

“But she has the wrong kind of philosophy,” 
he added. “She hasn’t the Jewish philosophy.” 

(I myself haven’t been convinced that all the 
doctors of philosophy really have philosophy 
worth talking about, but that may be only the 
invidious idea of one who hasn’t any degree at 
all. I quit the university in the second year. I 
enjoy a satisfying horse-laugh whenever, in my 
function as a member of the board of the He- 


by voting to give him an honorary degree.) 

“No,” the gentleman said, “my daughter 
seems to have no Jewish philosophy in the 
least. She has told me she intends to marry a 
certain Gentile.” 

“And that’s your problem?” I inquired. 

“Yes, exactly!” 

He wanted to know what I thought about 
that. He himself already had told his daughter 
that if she did it he would disown her. She 
never could darken the door step of his house 
again. He had made up his mind but still he 
liked to have the assurance of such wisdom as 
he believed I had. 

“What do you think?.What would you do if 
a daughter of yours suddenly told you that 
she intended to marry a Gentile?” 

Well, I said, I haven’t any daughter, .but 
there’s Ellen who’s my granddaughter. She will 
be six on February 24. I have the date as ac- 
curately in my mind as George Washington’s 
birthday, or Lincoln’s or Roosevelt’s. 

Now, suppose, Ellen came to me on her 20th 
birthday with certain news. Probably she won’t 
consult her grandfather at all in the matter, but 
suppose on her 20th birthday she calls on her 
grandfather and exclaims, “What do you think, 
grandpa! I’m going to be married!”

“CONGRATULATIONS, Ellen, and to 
whom?” 

She mentions somebody with a name that 
isn’t Jewish at all. Her grandfather feels shock- 
ed for a moment. ... “He’s not Jewish?” he 
asks. “No,” Ellen replies, “he isn’t Jewish but 
he’s a nice person.” 

Her grandfather is about to bring up all the 
arguments against intermarriage that he 
thought of during the long period when he 
was a columnist in the Jewish press. He is 
about to say he will be awfully distressed if, 
by marriage, Ellen separates herself from him 
and the Jewish community. ... “Ellen, we can’t 
allow that.” 

But at this moment he puts his Jewish dis- 
tress aside. As an old hand in the knowledge 
of human ways, he knows that love isn’t a 
thing to be dissuaded by the counsel of an old- 
ster like him. Will Ellen feel more Jewish if he 
pushes her aside as one no longer worthy of 
being called Jewish? Will she respect her 
Jewish identity more if her grandfather’s 
anger excommunicates her from the Jewish 
fold? - 

No! Her wise old grandfather doesn’t push 
her away. Instead he asks her: What kind of a 
person is this young man? What’s his back- 
ground? What’s his education? What are his 
ideas? Does Ellen feel sure that differences of 
religion never can make any conflict? 

Satisfied on these. scores, (he thinks he 
knows Ellen well enough to be sure that she 
wouldn’t marry anybody unworthy to be her 
husband) he blesses her. He is sad she isn’t 
marrying some nice Jewish boy. But who is he 
intrude on a matter of love? What could he 
accomplish but harm if he intervened? He had 
better make the best of it. 

Yes, I said to the gentleman, that’s the way 
I feel about a thing like that. He was graeful. 

“I’m going to think some more about it,” he 
said. “You know how it is with anger. It comes 
up in such a hurry.”

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FROST'S TRIUMPH BRINGS SATISFACTION TO JEWISH FRIEND 


SP SHILADELPHIA, Pa.—Meryll Frost, Dartmouth’s 
sparkling quarterback, was awarded the trophy 
symbolizing sports’ “most courageous athlete of 
1945” at the Philadelphia Sports Writers dinner last 
night. 

As happy, if not happier than the recipient, was 
Mark Abrahams, vice-president of the Hospital Stage 
Canteen. Frost was regular halfback at Dartmouth 
in 1941 and 1942. He entered the Army and was as- 
signed as an aerial gunner to a bombing crew. After 
several missions one day the bomber crashed shortly 
after the takeoff, seven of the crew were killed and 





Frost was badly burned. He was brought back to 
this country to the Valley Forge Hospital for treat- 
ment. 

It was here that Abrahams, who is an insurance 
broker, became acquainted with athlete who was so 
covered with bandages that only one eye peered out 
of a mass of white. 

Abrahams was in charge of the Stage Door Can- 
teen unit that brought out the top entertainers and 
athletes to perform for the patients at Valley Forge 
and other servicemen hospitals in the area. He 
took a personal interest in Frost who expressed the 


detemrination that he would be back on the playing 
field luggin’ the leather again. 

Mark, all the boys call him Mark, built up Frost’s 
confidence. Frost went under the knife seven times 
and used up 15 pints of blood plasma. After 18 
months in the hospital Frost returned to Dart- 
mouth in June 1945, and last season he quarter- 
backed Dartmouth’s T formation and was the star 
passer, punter and runner of the team. 

He was sitting at the table with Mark and a 
bunch of the boys from Valley Forge when his 
name was called for the award.

Zionist Slate For CJWF Board Unfortunate 


poe should be said of the Zionist 
plan to take over control of the Coun- 
cil of Jewish Welfare Funds and Federations, 

The CJWF has been to the American Jewish 
Community like a group of elder statesmen. 
Rarely has the organization been split in voting 
or activities on party lines. Its membership has 
been composed of elements from all groups, 
and it has considered the problems facing it 
from the total viewpoint. 

The Zionist attempt, if it is successful, will 
be unfortunate, not in that Zionists will now 
sit in a majority on the board of directors, be- 
cause eventually this must be so since Zionists 
are in the majority in our local communities, 
but in that the Zionist bloc will now vote not 
as representatives of their respective communi- 


ties but as per the wishes of the few men at 
the top of the Zionist Organization of America. 

The CJWF, despite its spineless leadership, 
has been the one most beneficent American 
Jewish organizations of the past. Where the 
American Jewish Conference has deteriorated 
into another body dominated by the national 
organizations without any “delegate-say” what- 
soever, the Council of Jewish Welfare Funds 
and Federations has been quietly, but efficiently 
bringing order out of chaos in our local com- 
munities, and in effect acting as an overall na- 
tional Jewish body. With more forceful direc- 
tion, the CJWF could have become the con- 
trolling body in the American Jewish Com- 
munity, and would have obviated the necessity 
for an American Jewish Conference. 


Reorganization Welcome, But More Needed 


HE announcement by the Interim Com- 
T mittee of the American Jewish Confer- 
€ice that a plea for reorganization of the Con- 
ference has been agreed upon and will be pre- 
sented to the third session next week for action, 
comes at. a late date, but is still welcome. It 
reveals that the Interim Committee is still sub- 
ject to public opinion, and although most or- 
gans of public opinion are more or less leth- 
argic about the Conference, still it must have 
been obvious that the Conference could hardly 
go on any more without listening to the de- 
mands for a reconstitution. 

But it is in connection with several other 
problems, not alone that of new elections and 
representation, that the Conference must con- 
cern itself if it is to become the all-important 
American Jewish body its original organiza- 
tion gave promise of being. 

The Conference must widen its scope to 
take in the American Jewish scene, so that it 
will control the national agencies who now are 
not only undemocratic but are continuing their 


competition and duplication at this most serious 
point in Jewish history. 


The Conference must eliminate the bloc 
system, and forbid caucusing so that instead of 
the national organizations controlling the Con- 
ference, control will be returned to the com- 
munities. One step in this direction would be 
to eliminate representation by national Jewish 
organizations, and force every delegate to 
stand for election in his own community. At 
present even the delegates elected by local 
communities do not represent them at all, 
but immediately cast their allegiance with some 
national body and forget their electorate. 


As it is now, and no doubt as it will be un- 
der the reorganization plan, whatever it is, the 
Conference will be nothing more than a con- 
tinuation of the ill-fated General Jewish Coun- 
cil, a meeting place for national Jewish organ- 
izations, with a window-dressing of commun- 
ity delegates in order to lend the semblance 
of a democratic organization. 


Not The Fault Of Our Young People 


HE cost of membership in Congregation 

Emanu-El in New York must no doubt 

be as high or higher than that of any congre- 

gation in the world, yet one aspect of the mem- 

bership program of that Temple deserves 
emulation and extension. 


According to the anual report of the con- 
gregation, “all Confirmands of the Congrega- 
tion up to the age of 21 are elected to Junior 
Membership in the Congregation without 
obligation on their part.” As an indication of 
the number of this type of membership, it is 
pointed out that there were about 400 requests 
for tickets for the High Holy Days services 
for these young men and women. 


This free membership is not much more than 
a token because in most congregations, sons 
and daughters of members are included in the 
family membership, although seats for the High 
Holidays for these children usually must be 
purchased. 

Practically every unaffiliated person today 
is unquestionably the son or daughter of an 
affiliated person. At some point when these 


people assumed their own responsibilities they 
failed to assume the one of synagogue mem- 
bership for any number of reasons, most of 
which are faults on the side of the congrega- 
tions. 

Young people just assuming life’s burdens 
have neither the spiritual inclination nor the 
financial resources for belonging to congrega- 
tions. At this point, they lose contact with or- 
ganized religious life, and it is here that our 
system is breaking down. 

It serves no purpose to criticize the young 
people, and certainly this criticism will not 
endear the synagogue to them. 

It is urgent that some provision be made on 
a national scale whereby everyone who calls 
hisself Jewish is automatically a member of 
one of the community’s synagogues of his 
choice, whether he pays or doesn’t. It is much 
too expensive to allow finances to rob the 
Jewish community of its young people just 
at a very formative time of their life. Nor is 
the burden on the young, but rather on the 
elders of the community, who thus far, seem 
to have ignored the problem. 


Current Comment 


No Religious Revival Says Rabbi Stuart E. 
Rosenberg—During the war we heard many 
rumors from the front lines that religion 
would experience a vitalized recrudescence and 
that when soldiers turned citizens they would 
flock to their various places of worship. Others 
denied this and said that any signs of religious 
revival were simply based upon what was 
then called “fox-hole religion.” 

The war is over, and men are coming home 
in increasing numbers, and the time has come 
to test these theories in the light of present 
day reality. 


Are we now experiencing a religious revival? 
I think not. 


Externally, the signs may be reassuring. We 
are living in comparative economic abundance, 
and communities throughout the country are 
launching mammoth building campaigns. Jew- 
Jewish centers and community houses will ex- 
pand to crcate all-important social and recrea- 
tional facilities for returning veterans. There 
is a lot of activity in the name of Judaism but, 
unfortunately, little real religious action. 

A mere perusal of congregational bulletins 
throughout the country will prove this. Week 
in and out, rabbis exhort their laity to attend 
services. Some congregations have worked out 
“efficient” plans, making members of their 
boards responsible for at least ten guests every 


‘ 


Friday evening. Others have hit upon a scheme 
which requires each member to sign a pledge 
stating: “I will attend services at least once a 
month.” These methods have all the earmarks 
of Big Business’ gigantic advertising cam- 
paigns which, through devious means, stim- 
ulate artificial demand on the part of consumers 
who are really indifferent. 

And what is the rule in those congregations 
which do not have to “advertise” for partici- 
pants at religious services? More often than 
not, the rabbis of those congregations have 
Audience Appeal. They announce exciting ser- 
mon topics and a good congregation is thus 
often assured, As long as they review books 
and speak on “current” themes Temples ap- 
pear to thrive. 

The externalism of this type of “success” is 
obvious. Take out the weekly sermon; simply 
present a worship service, and very few con- 
gregations would maintain the necessary quor- 
um. Here, a new type of “personal religion” 
has developed—the personal attachment be- 
tween congregation and rabbi, achieved by 
means of articulate speech and perfect diction. 

We need more than that. We need personal 
religion, in its broader sense. We need a per- 
sonal attachment between men and the Infinite, 
an interest in the timeless oxer the “current”— 
the sense of belonging to an Eternal People, 
made great through the Synagogue.

ample occasions to criticize the Churchill government for its 
policies in Palestine, we refrained from anything more than mild 
protest. It was a source of pride to Zionists, and we emphasized the 
fact, that we were pursuing a policy of havlagah, self-restraint, 
not only in Palestine, physically, vis-a-vis Arab provocation, but 
on the international scene, politically as well. 

Our oft-repeated slogan, with variations, was: “Fight the war 
as if there were no White Paper, and fight Britain as if there were 
no war.” Despite the second half of the slogan, we did little to 
oppose British policy. Every word of mild criticism in which we 
indulged was carefully scrutinized to make sure that it would not 
embarrass our “noble war ally.” I well remember a vivid cartoon 
which, in a spirit of indignation, I commissioned an artist to draw 
for The New Palestine several years ago. It wasn’t very. compli- 
mentary to John Bull. It was ruled out, on the grounds that we 
could not criticize openly while Britain was our ally. The cartoon 
never saw the light of day.

NOW THE WAR is over, and the lid off. What the Jews are 
saying about Britain and its policies in Palestine fairly sizzles, but 
our insular friends, who survived the German blitz, seem immune 
to our barrage of verbal block-busters. The more excited or indig- 
nant Stephen S. Wise becomes on the public platform, the more our 
editorials in The New Palestine or The Jewish Frontier drip with 
indignant fervor, the less effect it all seems to have. Lord Halifax 
in Washington behaves as if he were hardly aware of any com- 
motion at all, and in London, Attlee and Bevin smile up their sleves 
at the paper tornado which a violated Jewry, raped once by Ger- 
many, and now again by Britain, lets loose upon the world. Our 
protests just don’t seem to matter. 

What is there left for Jews to do? Rabbi Herschel Levin, a Re- 
form rabbi in Springfield, Mass., writing in The Jewish Weekly 
News of that city, courageously advises his readers that since “Brit- 
ain is at war with the Jews” our policy now should be to “Boycott 
Britain.” “The best way to strike at imperialists is through their 
pocketbooks,” he says. “They have no hearts.” 

* + + 

IT SHOULD BE CLEAR by now that all our heart-wringing, 
sentimental appeals on the basis of the 6,000,000 murdered, the pa- 
thetic remnants who survive, the terrible urgency of their plight, 
have made no impression whatsoever. The world itself has seen too 
much to be influenced by any humane considerations. 

Boycott Britain? One can already visualize the horrified ex- 
clamations which will be uttered by the timid in Israel. One can 
predict the terrified disavowals of the boycotters who, by their 
thoughtlessness and recklessness, it will be said, are undermining 
the very security of Jews in America. The voices will be the same 
and the phrases will be the same as those whose which we heard 
in 1933 and the several years thereafter, when many American Jews 
refused to recognize that Hitler’s assaults were made on them per- 
osnally, and not only refused to participate in the anti-Nazi boycott, 
but actually fought it openly. 

* * * 

THE .SITUATION TODAY, while different, has many of the 
same aspects. Did any of you work in war plants, or on defense 
projects in recent years? If so, the products of your hands, from 
the sweat of your brow, in the form of lend-lease equipment, has 
been used against Jews in Palestine. Steel and lead from American 
factories has killed defenseless Jews in the colonies of Eretz Yisrael. 
American supplies and equipment were put to good use in appre- 
hending “illegal refugees,” in throwing refugees into concentration 
camps in Palestine, surrounded by American barbed wire, in beat- 
ing and whipping Zionist demonstrators in the D.P. camps in the 
British zone of occupation in Europe. 

Not long ago we were horrified to read of the discovery of 
“Jewish soap” in Germany, rendered from the bodies of Hitler’s 
victims. Can any American Jew refrain from shuddering at the 
thought that his handiwork has been used to’ kill Jews? 

Have you perchance bought any war bonds, or victory bonds? 
You, too, are an accomplice, for it has been decided to loan three 
billions of your money to Britain. Read in next week’s papers of 
more indignities and cruelties heaped upon the Jewish people by 
the callous leaders of what may well be called Brutish Imperialism, 
and seek comfort if you can from the thought that your dollars paid 
for the bullets and bayonets and barbed wire.

Does not our self respect and our dignity dictate a course of 
action? The next time you see a label, “Made in England”—think 
of rubber truncheons used by British guards in the European camps};

SEGAL A HOPLESSLY CONFUSED JEW; 
SAYS SEGAL VOTES AS JEW TOO 


I first became acquainted with 
The Jewish Post at the Zionist 
Convention in Atlantic City last 
November. I have been reading 
it since then, and my attachment 
to it grows with each issue. With 
one exception your array of feat- 
ares is such a scintillating round 
table that it is a privilege to be 
one of your subscribers, in token 
of which I enclose my check. 

I take exception to Al Segal’s 
column. I have been reading his 
stuff very patiently hoping to dis- 
cover the raison d’etre of his ef- 
forts. But the more I read the 
more convinced I am that Segal 
is a hopelessly confused Jew, and 
his efforts to rationalize his con- 
fusion only serve further to con- 
found his dilemma. 

A typical example is furnished 
in his column of Jan. 18 in which 
he urges Jews to forget that they 
are Jews when they go to the 
polls. Of himself he says, “I am 
a Jew with no idea that, as a 
Jew, I have any special interest 
in the matters of this nation.” 
Now that is arrant nonsense. Fa- 
ther Coughlin, Gerald L. K. 
Smith, Bilbo, Rankin et al do not 
fet him get away with that. They 
keep him interested as a Jew. I 
don’t think he has ever voted for 
a candidate he has suspected of 
anti-Jewish bias. Why? Because 
that would have been un-Ameri- 
van and Segal is an American. 

Just let Segal think that his 
position as a Jew is_ being 
jeopardized and he’ll vote in self 
defense, just as Catholics, Protes- 
tants, farmers, manufacturers, 
Southerners vote in defense of 
their interests. That is America. 
These groups all claim to love 
America but they do have special 
interests that they do not consider 
fncompatable with America’s wel- 
fare. That is the trouble with 
Segal. Eretz Israel is no concern 
of his. The morality of American 
statesmen on this issue is no con- 
cern of his. Therefore Segal will 
celebrate on the issues of the next 
election as an American. Of 
course, it will have to be that 
amorphous American who lives 
in world of his own wishful 
thinking. Judging from the way 
he voted for Al Smith for Presi- 
dent (I quote from his same col- 


umn), “precisely because Protes- 
tants were against him on ac- 
count of his being Catholic,” I 
jon’t think he makes out a good 
case for his brand of simon pure 
Americanism. Al Smith deserved 
the vote, not to spite the Protes- 
tants, but because he was a super- 
lative governor of New York 
State and a real good man. 

But Segal is only toying with 
words thus far. He finally trips 
all over himself when he states, 
“My Zionism dates far back 
pefore the time when Zionism 
became ambitious for a Jewish 
state .. .” How far back was 
that, Mr. Segal? In 1896 Herzl 
published his book which launch- 
ed modern political Zionism. This 
book was called “The Jewish 
State.” At the conclusion of. the 
first World Zionist Congress at 
Basle in 1897 Herzl wrote in his 
diary, “This day I have created 
the Jewish State.” Balfour, Lloyd 
George, Woodrow Wilson, all un- 
derstood that a Jewish homeland 
was intended to be a Jewish 
state. Every informed Zionist al- 
ways has known it. 

Truthfully Mr. Segal when 
were you ever a Zionist? What 
did you ever do to redeem Eretz 
[srael? Did you ever work with 
your fellow Jews in this great 
movement of which Walter Clay 
Lowdermilk says in his _ book, 
“Palestine, the Land of Promise” 
‘If I were a Jew, I would deem 
it the highest honor life can hold 
to have a part in a work so no- 
ble.” 

No, I do not understand why 
Segal writes a column. It is 
neither wise nor witty. Can it be 
that there are enough confused 
Jews like him to justify his being 
their mouthpiece? If that is so 
then they constitute a_ terrific 
challenge to Jewish education.

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TAKES ISSUE WITH AL SEGAL; 
DEFENDS STAND OF RABBI FELDMAN 


Editor, The Jewish Post: 

Mr. Al Segal’s last column 
about “political Judaism” proves 
once more that the inferiority 
complex and an ultra, almost 
pathological patriotism, has 
crippled the logical thinking of 
the upper cliques of our Ameri- 
can Jewry. It is ridiculous how 
the reformed, exclusively reli- 
gious, Judaism is trying to be 
more papal than the Pope him- 
self. 

First of all, Rabbi Feldman did 
not intend to make the Palestine 
problem an issue of a future 
election. Such a time may come, 
when the problem may well be 
an issue in an election campaign 
between the progressive and the 
reactionary forces in American 
political life, but Rabbi Feldman 
only compiained about the “re- 
pudiation of a party pledge,” and 
just suggested that it might be 
remembered “when the same 
politicians will come running to 
us asking us to trust them again,” 
which is only human. But it is 
very far from being a political 
{fssue on the next presidential 
campaign, and neither is it a call 
upon Jews to vote as Jews. It 
is just a bitter protest from a 
self-respecting Jewish citizen 
against the double-crossing pol- 
iticians among the American 
party leaders. 

But I must confess that I per- 
sonaliy belong to those “con 
fused” Jews who are not afraid te 
vote as a Jew even on other oc- 
casions than an anti-Semitic can- 
didate. For instance, if some 
Jews, “Jewish Americans,” should 
decide to invest in Palestine land, 
(and, according to the White Pa- 
per, they will be restricted); and 
should the same Jewish Ameri- 
cans “demand some protection 
from the State Department” 
(“after all their stake in the 
American destiny is just the same 
as the other Americans’); and 
suppose such a problem should 
become an issue in American pol- 
itics: How would you, Mr. Segal, 
and your associates, act? Would 
you support such a demand or 
not? After all, it would be an 
exclusively Jewish issue. Of 
course, you may declare it as sub- 
versive to the American tradition 
and support it as 100% patriotic 
American. But wouldn’t you feel 
you were avoiding the real issue 
by doing so? 


And, indeed, such an issue has 
already taken place in American 
politics. President Taft broke re- 
lations with the Russian govern- 
ment for not recognizing Ameri- 
can passports held by those who 
were Jewish. The Russian gov- 
ernment refused entrance, not 
only to American Jews, \ut also 
to Jewish Americans! / nd such 
a case may confront us in the 
future. Or suppose we Jews were 
courageous enough to make an 
issue of the restrictions in the 
medical and law schools. Or, 
some day, we might bring up the 
employment discrimination 
against our Jewish boys and girls, 
including the veterans. 

Mr. Segal declares, with full 
authority, that the time of a Po- 
lish, Italian or German party is 
over. The famous melting pot 
cooked it to amalgamation. But 
is it so? Didn’t a committee of 
American Poles visit the White 
House recently, demanding 
American support for Polish in- 
dependence? Was it criminal to 
make an issue of Polish inde- 
pendence in American politics? 
Did it make the Poles a separate 
people within the American Com- 
munity? ...I think’it is enough 
to read the daily German, Italian, 
Polish, Irish press, to find that 
these groups didn’t give up their 
national identity and cultural re- 
lationships, and no one has ac- 
cused them of dualism or lack 
of patriotism and no one will. 
But when we Jews are trying to 


get help from our Government 
in our desperate struggle with 
Britain and perhaps the whole 
world, our Jewish Americans get 
hysterical, practising the Chamb- 
erlain Munich umbrella appease. 
ment. ; 

Of course, the whole disagree- 
ment leads us to the old cardinal 
controversy between the “Ameri- 
can Jews” and our co-religionists, 
the “Jewish Americans”: Are we 
a religious group or are we a 
national cultural identity, a peo- 
ple?

MEETING was held the other day of the Executive of the 

World Jewish Congress—Stephen S. Wise, Nahum Goldmann 
and some five or six good Zionists—where it was finally decided 
that the W.J.C. should go out of relief business and concentrate 
or political activity. A very sensible decision, some five years behind 
times. Had the World Jewish Congress kept away from relief work, 
its position as a critic of the J.D.C. would have been more honest and 
its criticism would have been more helpful. Also, it would not have 
been drawn into the mesh of misrepresentations, especially in South 
America. 

There is one more matter to be cleaned up before the World 
Jewish Congress can become a real constructive force, and that is 
its relationship with the Zionist movement. 

The Congress movement was initiated by Zionists and has been 
under the control of Zionists throughout its existence. It was in- 
tended to deal with problems of Jewish life, mostly outside of Pales- 
tine, which did not directly concern the Zionist movement. Between 
the two wars, for instance, there was the question of Jewish minority 
rights in Eastern and Central Europe, the fight against Hitlerism, 
etc. Frankly, I don’t think the Congress has covered itself with 
glory, even in those matters. But it did manage to attract to its 
fold some fine Jews in Western Europe for whom the Zionists move- 
ment was not comprehensive enough, and it did manage to establish 
strong sections in England and a few other countries, I daresay 
the testimony of Mr. Silverman, M.P. in London before the Anglo- 
Palestine Inquiry Commission, was quite effective and came in the 


name of a World Jewish Congress section which is really alive. 
* * * 














THE CANADIAN JEWISH CONGRESS, affiliated with the World 
Jewish Congress (but not in relief work), was not initiated by the 
World Jewish Congress directly, but to a large extent it did draw 
inspiration from the Congress movement all over the world and 
from the very existence of a revived World Jewish Congress. In 
South Africa, there is a well-organized Jewish community affiliated 
with the World Jewish Congress, but, like the Canadian Jewish 
Congress, doing its relief work through the J.D.C. There are three 
regions where there is something very much wrong with the World 
Jewish Congress—Palestine, United States and South America. 

Palestine Jewry is very well organized and its Vaad Leumi is 
affiliated with the World Jewish Congress. But a community ac- 
customed to high standards of work and organization such as the 
Yishuvy is, is extremely sceptical of the methods and set-up of the 
World Jewish Congress. I quoted in this space, a few weeks ago, 
an article by Itzhaki of Palestine in the Congress Weekly, admitting 
that Palestine did not think much of the World Jewish Congress 
until Dr. Federbusch “convinced” them through a press-conference. 
In view of the interest and knowledge Palestine newspapermen 
usually display in all aspects of Jewish life outside of Palestine, it 
is hardly possible that they learned anything from a press-conference 
they did not know before. 

* e o 

AMERICAN JEWRY, unfortunately, is not well organized, except 
for Zionist work and a little more unity and co-ordination wouldn’t 
hurt it even there. The American Jewish Congress is a mere rem- 
nant of what was once intended to be an over-all organization of 
American Jewry. The American Jewish Conference started out 
pretty well, but it was hamstrung by certain limitations and is on 
the way of petering out. The American Jewish Congress is part and 
parcel of the World Jewish Congress, if it is not actually the same 
outfit. The relation between the Congress and the W.J.C. is indef- 
inite, except for the overlapping of the leadership, which is pretty 
definite all over the American Jewish scene. So that all the World 
Jewish Congress really has in this country is an office—a pretty 
big one at that. 

Now we come to South America. What I have to say may 
sound repetitious in substance so I shall try and freshen it up by 
a parable. 

There is a loose association of countries in the world known 
as the British Empire and Commonwealth of Nations. Some coun- 
tries in that association, like Canada, are far more independent of 
Great Britain than is either Greece or Iraq—supposedly sovereign 
states and certainly more so than is either Poland or Czechoslovakia 
of the Soviet Union. One—Eire—is pretty nasty about showing how 
independent it is of England. But there are in the British Empire 
colonies which have not even a pretense of independence—they are 
merely sources of raw material to be exploited by the mother coun- 
try until such time as their inhabitants revolt and force a read- 
justment in the relationship. India, for instance. 

* * * 

WE ARE NOT A WORLD EMPIRE like Britain. But we are 
a world people. And there follows a certain analogy. Like the Eng- 
lish, we are intensely democratic and impatient of autocracy and of 
the abuse of power in our own homeland or in any well-organized 
and established community. But like the English, we are likely to 
produce bureaucrats who abuse their power in backward colonies. 
South America, organized by the World Jewish Congress, in.the past 
five years, has turned out to be a colony, a mere source of raw ma- 
terials for the World Jewish Congress offices in New York. 

In the British Empire, in the nineteenth century, there were 
colonial governors who often went beyond their instructions, em- 
barrassing and embroiling their home government in London. It 
seems that many of them are doing the same thing now and are

For Reinsiating Morgan

Hillel Silver, president of the

Morgan does 
not deny that he uttered those 
unconscionable and_irrespon- 
sible statements which accused 
Jewish refugees, the survivors 
of Nazi horror, of moving out of 
Poland in order to find greater 
security elsewhere, of being 
agents in some secret plot of 
world Jewry, and that in them 
‘we have the seeds, of World 
War III.’ Mr. Morgan lent him- 
self to a British political man- 
euver to discredit the insistent 
and desperate clamor of the 
Jews of Europe to be permitted 
to go to Palestine,” Rabbi Silver 
added, accusing Morgan of 
serving “British imperialism.” 


Rich More Biased, 
‘Fortune’ Poll Shows

with wealth, is strongest in the 
northeast and middle west and 
weakest among Negroes is re- 
vealed in a survey by Fortune 
magazine which also indicates 
that growth of prejudice has 
halted in the last two years.

DEFENDS CONFERENCE'S POSITION, SAYS | 


NEW ELECTIONS NOT AUTHORIZED 


Editor, The Jewish Post: 

In your recent editorials you 
have criticized the American Jew- 
ish Conference for calling the 
Third Session without holding 
new elections. You have over- 
fooked the fact that the Interim 
Committee was not given any 
authority to conduct new elec- 
tions. The Interim Committee 
was established at the last Plen- 
ary Session in Pittsburgh by the 
adoption of a resolution which 
gave it authority to carry on the 
work of the Conference and to re- 
call the delegates to a third ses- 
sion. The resolution did not, how- 
ever, give the Interim Committee 
authority to conduct a new elec- 
tion and the Interim Committee 
has no discretion but to convene 
the original delegates. Whether 
there are to be new elections is a 
matter for the Conference itself 
to decide and such a decision can 
be made only at the Third Ses- 
sion. 

The Interim Committee has 
acted in conformity with the ex- 
isting rules and the directives 
given to it by the Second Session. 
As to the composition of the 
forthcoming Conference, a num- 
ber of new delegates have been 
named in accordance with the 
rules to substitute for the dele- 
gates who are unable to attend 
the Cleveland Session. Any at- 
tempt to ascribe to the Interim 
Committee ulterior motives or a 
desire to disregard the wishes of 
the community, are unfair and 
contrary to the facts known to all 


delegates and the community at 
large, 


May we point out that all this 
information has been made clear 
in all the Conference Bulletins 
and was given to a representative 
of your newspaper when he call- 
ed at our office a fortnight ago.

It has engaged in a feud with 
J.D.C. which has lately been very helpful to the Zionist cause, It 
has stifled the growth of a healthy Zionist organization in South 
America, setting up a super-organization there to which everyone 
who wishes to pass for a good Zionist must pay homage. In short, 
without having any real power or popular representation, or solid 
work to do, it has turned out to be the same Frankenstein in Zion- 
ism, as the Arab League is in British policy in the Middle East. 

According to Edgar Ansell Mowrer, writing from London in 
the New York Post, the Labor movement is moving slowly to liqui- 
date the imperialism of the Colonial Office and, eventually, I sup- 
pose, of the Arab League. 

I have reliable information to the effect that the Zionist leader- 
ship is determined to clean up the mess in South America. They 
may not do it, however, until after the Zionist Congress.
